AN INDIANA RIOT. 


INDIANAPOLIS, November 4.—With the exception 
of trouble at Fairland, Shelby county, the state 
election passed off quietly, and notwithstanding 
the lowering and squally weather, a .very large 
vote was polled, The interest taken was very 
great, The big vote being polled for the 
state and county officers, besides 
presidential electors and congressmen, 
will make the count tedious, and as nothing like 
accuracy can be had nor apy idea of what the re- 
sult will be on the national or state officers, while 
no returns are yet in from the congressional dis- 
tricts. At Fairland, Shelby county, when the polls 
opened this morning an armed mob of democrats 
captured the polls and drove the republicans away 
with clubs and revolvers. John Smith, Henry 
Smith and other leading republicans were knocked 
down and beaten, and all fled for their lives. 

Twenty voting places show a.republican gain 
of 123,a democratic gain of 109, net republican 
gain 14, : 
GOVERNOR HENDRICKS VOTES. 

The election in this city was quiet throughout, 
and a full vote was polled. Governor Hendricks 
cast his ballot at the second precinct of the twelfth 
ward, near noon to-day, and then, in company 
with Hon. James Rice, auditor of the state, made 
a tourofthe polls of the city. Every where he 
was received with the utmost cordiality and re- 
spect. Returning home hespent the evening in 
his library, where in company with a few personal 
friends, he received the bulletins of the associated 
press. To the associated press reporter, who called 
on him early in the evening, Mr. Hendricks ex- 
pressed himself as gratified more than anything 
else with the reflection that the struggle was at an 
end.

‘‘Well, having accomplished the object of the 
contest, I feel like laying it aside now like an old 
matter. Ientered upona campaign, the like of 
whichI never expected again to make, but having 
been drawn intoit, of course I wanted it 
to succced.’’
